Bib  :  It  Is  a  surprising,  fact  the  number 
of  young  men  who  have  announced  their 
deteuulnatloQ  to  vote  against  the  Bhurt 
Law.  it  Is  needless  to  say  that  this 
class  of  young  men  sre  patrons  of  the 
saloons  about  town,  end  t  heir  only  object 
to  voting  sgslnet  the  law  Is  e  vague  Im¬ 
pression  that  In  some  way  or  another  It 
will  prove  detrimental  to  the  Interests  of 
their  favorite  saloon-keeper.  As  s  mat¬ 
ter  of  fact  these  young  men  are  owned 
body  and  soul  by  the  saloon-keepers. 
They  know  no  more  about  the  Bbort  Law 
than  they  do  about  the  x  y  z  of  an 
algebraic  problem.  The  saloon  is  more 
to  them  than  home  or  fleaven,  and  they 
are  going  to  stand  by  It.  and  vote  solidly 
against  any  measure  that  the  saloon¬ 
keeper  tells  them  Is  detrimental  to  hie 
Interests. 

To  eudeivor  to  reason  with  these 
young  men  Is  simply  a  waste  of  tlmaami 
wot;ds.  They  know  one  thing,  and  that 
Is  that  the  Bbort  Law  places  power  io 
the  hands  ot  the  looal  officials  that  the 
latter  do  not  now  possess,  aud  this 
power  can  end  will  be  used  In  the  pre¬ 
servation  of  law  and  order.  This  Is  all 
the  knowledge  they  care  to  possess  on 
the  subject,  and  It  Is  this  knowledge  that 
confirms  them  In  their  opposition  to  the 
law. 

These  young  men  can  all  be  depended 
on  to  vote  at  tbe  special  election.  The 
advocates  of  the  Bltprt  Law  can  oount 
on  this  vote  as  sgslnet  them  to  start 
with.  They  need  not  expect  to  overcome 
It  wllh^argument  or  moral  suasiou.  It 
will  have  to  be  overcome  with  votes.

More  political  contests 
are  lost  than  won  by  overconthleuce. 
It  Is  only  on  national  elections  that  pop¬ 
ular  zeal  manifests  Itself  to  s  large 
extent  at  the  ballot  box ;  then  about  no 
per  ceht.  of  the  registered  vote  of  tbe 
town  Is  cast;  on  State  and  local  elections 
the  average  fs  between  50  and  fit)  per 
cent.,  and  on  special  elections  still  less.

If  the  trolley 
coy  panics  accept  the  terms  of  tbe  South 
Otftuige  ordlnaaoe,  that  township  will  re¬ 
ceive  a  very  fair  return  for  the  franchise, 
and  the  ordluauce  will  serve  as  a  model 
for  other  towns.  , 

Col.  Price  read  the  ordinance  prepared 
by  him  oovering  the  grunting  of  a  fran¬ 
chise,  which  was  amended  lu  two  places, 
and  theu  a  resolution  was  adopted  au¬ 
thorizing  the  Colonel  to  ioetude  the 
"amendments  In  the  ordinance  and- for¬ 
ward  a  copy  of  the  sumo  to  the  repre¬ 
sentative  or  lbs  No/th  Jersey  Sheet 
Railway  Company  and  the  New  York  and 
Philadelphia  Traction  Company,  both  of 
which  have  applied  for  a  franchise  on 
Springfield  Avenue.  The  moat  Important 
conditions  In  the  ordinance  are  these  : 

••The  tracks  shall  be  Uld  so  as  to 
leave  a  clear  macadamized  driving  space 
on  the  avenue  between  the  said'  tracks 
of  at  least  twenty  feet  In  width  ;  the  com- 
pany  shall  pave  the  gutter**  and  shall 
also  curb  both  aides  of  said  a\enue;  no 
alteration  in  the  tracks  or  change  of 
gauge  shall  be  made  unless  approved  by 
the  Township  Committee;  the  r»ad  shall 
only  be  used  for  travailing  purposes ;  ears 
"hall  tw  run  at  an  average  headway  of 
not  longer  tbuu  fifteen  minutes,  Igilsucb 
average  headway  may  be  reducWTid  apy 
time  to  ten  luiuutes  by  the  ToiVn.-his 
Commutes;  tbe  fare  charged  for  tbo 
transportation  of  passengers  shall  l*>  the 
cents  for  a  continuous  ride  from  any 
point  In  the  township  of  South  OAhign  to 
any  point.  In  Newark,  Clinton,  or  Mtllburn 
townships;  resident  children  attending 
school  within  the  territory  of  South  Or¬ 
ange  township  shall  jwy  three  cents  for 
a  single  fare ;  passengers  shell  have  equal 
benefit  and  advantage  of  any  system  of 
transfer  tickets  which  may  at  any  time 
be  afforded  or  given  to  passengers  on 
oilier  connecting  or  intersecting  railway 
liner.

A  large  number  of  voters  will  have  to 
be  personally  visited  on  election  day.  It 
fh  snitialng  Ur  find  some  people  who  are 
only  legally  bouml  Ur  pay  p«dl  tax,  aud 
wlwr-opeoly  boast  that  they  never  pay 
that,  Jeclarlug  loudly  against  the  Short 
Law  on  the  ground  that  It  will  lucreaivc 
taxes.  These  same  men  go  on  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  “dollars  for  beer,  but  not  m»e 
cent  for  taxes,"  and  yet  they  are  deeply 
concerned  lest  their  sober,  Industrious 
nelghtror  shall  have  to  pay  a  little  more 
tax.  Their  sympathy  for  tbelr  neighbor 
Is  simply  left-handed.  On  Investigation 
it  will  be  found  that  they  are  t  he  paid 
emissaries  of  saloon-keepers,  who  supply 
them  with  free  beer  In  return  for  the  use 
of  their  mouth. 

There  Is  no  use  of  mlnclug  matters 
and  putting  forth  an  Impression  that 
other  matters  have  since  come  up  that 
are  paramount  to  the  fight  against  tbe 
saloons.  The  Bhort  Law  people 
had  better  keep  on  their  original  fighting 
ground.  If  some  people  now  see  their 
way  clear  to  vets  far  the  law  Itecsuee  It 
will  keep  the  Ujwnthlp  Intact,  and  give  a 
better  system  of  township  laws,  let  them 
do  so,  bat  these  ere  not  the  original 
Issues  of  tbe  fight.  It  started  against 
the  eolooo-pAwer,  and  If  the  victory  Is 
won  along  that  line  It  will  he  a  moral 
victory  for  Bloomfield  ami  will  redeem 
the  toWn'e  reputation. 

Borne  of  the  people  who  are  coming  In 
out  of  the  rain  on  eeconday  Issues  have 
been  hypocritical  In  their  conduct. 
They  are  trying  to  serve  God  and  the 
devil  and  are  making  no  progress  either 
way.  They  could  not  vote  for  tbe  Bhort 
Law  on  a  moral  Ineue  because  the  saloon¬ 
keeper  control ifeihwotee  enough  to  defeat 
him  If  he  ran  In  office.  Theee  secondary 
teauee  give  such  weakling  a  chance  to  re¬ 
tain  their  Influence  with  the  church 
people,  and  also  to  give  a  plausible  ex- 
ouse  to  the  saloon-keeper  for  tbelr 
breach  of  trust.

Mr.  Brush  feared  that  Uui  ordinance 
was  asking  Uh»  much,  but  Col.  Trice  ask¬ 
ed  him  to  consider  what  was  being  given 
away  and  the  ordinance  would  not  appear 
unreasonable. 

••  I  tell  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  gentle¬ 
men  of  the  Committee,"  continued  the 
Colonel,  ••  that  In  the  past  yearn  fran¬ 
chises  have  In  some  places  been  almost 
given  away,  hut  it  will  not  be  so  longer; 
the  people  are  loginning  to  recognize 
what  enormous  profits  there  are  in  these 
trolley  roads.” 

It  was  finally  voted  to  bold  a  meeting 
on  Monday  night,  January  21.  when  the 
radioed  companies  will  be  given  au  op¬ 
portunity  to  bid  for  the  franchise.
